By  Order  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the 
11  til  June,  1894,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of 
the  City  of  Bristol,  acting  by  the  Counci],  are  permanently 
constituted  as  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  for  t]ie  Port 
Sanitary  District  of  Bristol.  The  Order  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  day  of  August,  1894.

ildie  jurisdiction  of  tlie  Port  Sanitary  Autliority  extends 
to  so  much  of  the  Port  of  Bristol  as  is  comprised  vutldn 
the  following  lines,  that  is  to  say,  a stmiglit  line  drawn 
from  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  Svmllow  Point  to  tlie 
south  western  extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of  the 
Ports  of  Newport  and  Bristol,  and  a line  drawn  tlience  and 
following  the  boundary  of  tlie  Port  of  Bristol  to  its  termina- 
tion at  the  site  of  the  Severn  Tunnel,  togetlier  with  the 
waters  of  the  said  4Drt  of  Bristol  within  such  limits,  and  all 
islands,  liays,  harbours,  rivers,  creeks,  and  canals  witliin  tlie 
aforesaid  limits

Cholera  Frecantions. 


Although  the  prevalence  of  Cholera  upon  the  Contineiit 
during  1893  had  been  less  marked  and  less  disastrous  than 
during  tiie  preceding  year,  the  disease  had  nevertheless 
manifested  itself  at  so  many  points,-!*  and  in  addition  had 
succeeded  in  establishing  itself  in  such  force  in  certain  of 
the  North-Eastern  Ports  of  England,  that  continued  Avatch- 
fulness  Avas  called  for  during  the  spring,  summer,  and 
autumn  months  of  1894,  Avhen  its  recrudescence  Avas  most 
to  be  feared.  With  so  large  a grain  import  trade,  arrivals 
from  the  grain  ports  require  especial  Avatching.

Arrangements  fill*  Boarding  and  Medieal  laispeetion 

in  liingroad. 

Phe  arrangements  made  to  secure  the  inspection  of  all 
arrivals  from  suspected  Ports,  whether  by  day  or  by  night, 
were  exactiv  similar  to  those  in  force  during  1898. 


The  steam  yacht  “ Lnath  ” was  on  Cholera  Service 
from  May  81st  until  November  12th,  and  day  and 
night  inspection  was  carried  out  by  your  Port  Medical 


Officers  from  August  Gth  until  October  28th.  During  the 
rest  of  the  period  of  the  yacht’s  service,  inspection  was  per- 
formed by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  nnder  the  instructions 
of  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 


The  vacht  stood  the  strain  of  constant  work  exceedinglv 
well.  No  breakdown  occurred,  and  upon  the  termination 
of  service  she  was  docked  for  overhauling-  and  snrvev.

Vessels  Inspected  under  the  €Iiolera  Orders 

While  no  actual  cases  of  Cholera  were  introduced  into 
this  Port  during  the  year  1894,  several  vessels  arrived  froui 
infected  Ports,  on  which  suspicions  cases  of  Diarrhoea  had 
occurred,  calling  for  care  in  cleansing  and  disinfection. 


Of  the  121  vessels  medically  inspected  under  these  Orders, 
84  were  bound  to  Bristol  and  37  to  Gloucester,  thus  one-third 
of  the  work  entailed  is  done  on  behalf  of  Gloucester.  A 
stated  sum  per  vessel  is  paid  to  the  Plristol  Port  Sanitary 
Authority,  in  view  of  the  inspections  made  by  their  Othcers  ; 
no  addition  has  been  made  to  the  staff*  to  meet  the  additional 
work  of  inspecting  Gloucester  vessels. 

In  our  arrangements  for  this  year,  it  must  be  understood, 
as  laid  down  in  1894,  that  anv  Gloucester-bound  vessels 
needing  inspection  under  the  Cholera  Orders  should  be 
brought  to  by  the  pilot  in  charge,  and  a signal  hoisted,  as 
we  cannot  undertake  to  chase  Gloucester  boats  across  the 
Channel  at  the  risk  of  missing  our  own  arrivals.  That  is  to 
say  our  arrangement  must  be  clearly  held  to  be  this,  that 
we  undertake  to  board  and  deal  with  any  vessels  waiting  or 
giving  us  reasonable  facilities  for  inspection,  and  will  give 
them  a clearance  certificate ; any  vessels  arriving  at 
Gloucester  without  such  certificate  must  be  dealt  with  at 
that  Port  by  the  Gloucester  Authority. 

The  Regulations  in  force  under  the  Cholera  Orders  and 
the  various  Rag  Orders  were  fully  summarised  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1893. 

Port  Medical  Iiispeetioii. 

The  aim  of  Medical  Inspection,  which  has  supplanted 
Quarantine  in  England  as  a means  of  dealing  with  imported 
Cholera,  is  briefly  as  follows  : — 
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1.  — By  ^ledical  Inspection  of  persons  aiTiNnny,  to  <leteet 

iicttial  cn.s'cs  of  (hohi'd,  and  to  secure  - proper 
isolation  of  patients  in  liospital,  and  disinfection  of 
their  belongings  and  of  tlie  berths  or  places  they 
may  have  infected. 

2,  — liy  the  same  IMedical  Inspection,  to  detect  cases 

apparenil (/  slcl'eriinff,  and  so  to  isolate  and  watch 
them. 

d. — To  not  if  If  foiora  i‘(ls  to  the  Sanitary  Anthoriti(is  of 
the  Districts  whither  they  are  bonnd,  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  rest  of  the  crew  and 
[)assengers,  who  ai‘e  ap])arently  well,  fait  who  may 
possibly  have  the  disease  in  an  undeveloped  foi’in. 
The  responsifyility  of  vaitching  and  caring  for  any 
cases  which  may  develop  after  arrival  at  their 
destination  devolves  upon  the  respective  Sanitary 
Authoiaties  havino-  chai’o-e  of  such  districts.

In  short.  Medical  Inspection  deals  wWt  aelaal  and 
jirabalde  casen^  but  can  only  notify  forvxtrd s iiossilde  cases. 
Herein  it  differs  from  Quarantine,  in  that  no  cases  except 
actual  or  threatened  cases  are  detained  at  the  Port  of 
arrival,  nor  is  the  vessel  detained  when  a hospital  is  avail- 
able, except  a reasonable  time  for  purposes  of  disinfection  ; 
ami  in  that  the  responsibility  of  dealing  Avith  any  Cholera 
that  may  arise  is  shared  not  only  liy  Port  Districts,  but 
by  Inland  Districts,  to  whicli  some  one  of  the  cases 
allowed  to  go  forward  may  take  the  disease.  But  such 

O t/' 

inland  distilcts  have  the  advantage  of  being  forewarned, 
and  any  spread  of  the  disease  must  be  a measure  of  their 
own  neglect. 


Ibn'tunately,  the  incubation  period  of  Cholera  is  generally 
short  (a  fcAV  days  oidy),  so  that  a long  distance  ship  vdth  no 
recent  cases  on  board  involves,  as  a rule,  little  danger.

In  December,  1893,  ari'angtnnents  were  made  with  the 
Cardifi*  Port  Sanitary  Authority  to  liiake  use,  it  necessary, 
of  their  Crematorinm  on  the  Flat  Holmes  for  fatal  cases  of 
(Jholera  brought  to  the  Port  on  shipboard. 


Kiitorir  Fovrr— iinlMilaiiro  Service. 

(In  February  15th  a case  of  Enteric  Fe^■er  on  board  the 
S.S.  ‘"Louise”  from  Alexandria  was  reported  from  Portishead 
Dock.  The  lannch  ran  down  Channel  and  brought  the  sick 
man,  in  the  ambulance  deck-honsiv  np  to  tin*  (haieral 
Hospital.  The  man  was  ^X'ry  ill,  and  would  not  lunu'  Ixms] 
able  to  bear  the  12  miles  removal  l)y  road.  An  ambidaius' 
boat  is  a very  necessary  ])art  of  tin*  e((ni])ment  of  an 
extended  Port  District. 


Siuall  Vox. 

On  28th  February  a telegram  was  received  from  the 
Local  Co\'ei’nment  Board  that  the  barque  “ 5Iorgen  Ihxhai” 
recently  hd't  New  5h)rk  lor  Portishead  noth  Small-])ox  on 
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board.  In  coiise(|uence,  tlie  boat,  wliicli  arrived  on  the  1 Itli 
IMarcli  and  anchored  for  inspection,  was  boarded  from  tlie 
lanncli  and  tlie  crew  of  nine  inspected.  Tliere  was  no  sick- 
ness on  board,  but  it  appeared  tliat  an  able  seaman  had 
been  left  behind  at  New  York  with  acute  symptoms,  whicli 
subsequently  developed  into  8mall-pox.  The  crew  was 
perfectly  well  on  arrival,  chiefly  consisting  of  Norwegians 
and  Swedes,  who  were  well  vaccinated  in  linear  series  doAvn 


one  or  both  arms.  One  Finn  on  board  bore  the  scars  of 
Small-pox.  Vaccination  is  ill-observed  in  Finland,  and  the 
Captain  remarked,  “ the  Finns  all  get  it,  they  do  not 


vaccinate.”  As  the  vessel  had  been  2-1  davs  out,  re-vaccina- 
tion  ap})eared  to  be  unnecessary,  so  tlie  vessel  was  thoroughly 
disinfected  and  cleared. 


On  April  10th  the  S.S.  “ Beaconstield,”  from  Sevastopol, 
arrived,  having  a history  of  one  man  with  Small-pox,  landed 
at  Genoa,  on  outAvard  voyage.  No  further  sickness  had 
occurred,  and  all  Avere  Avell  on  arrival.  Disinfection  had 
been  carried  out. 


On  the  same  (fate  the  S.S.  “ GlanystAvith,”  from  Nikolaief, 
arrived  Avitli  a history  of  three  cases  of  Small-pox,  one 
landed  at  Odessa  and  tAAX)  at  Marseilles  on  the  6th  February, 
Avliere  one  died.  On  arrival  all  Avere  Avell : thorough 
disinfection  Avas  carried  out. 


On  May  7th  the  S.S.  B.  T.  llobinson  arriA’ed  at  Portishead 
from  tlie  Sea  of  Azov  Avith  a history  of  three  cases  of  Small- 
pox, one  of  Avhich  had  proAmd  fatal.  The  Amssel  left  Cardifl‘ 
on  the  outAvard  A^oyage  on  March  14th,  1894. 


On  March  22nd  the  2nd  Eno^ineer  sickened  Avith  Small- 
pox,  and  on  arrival  at  Constantinople  on  26th  March  he 
could  not  be  moA^ed  as  he  Avas  too  ill.  Pie  died  on  Ayril  2nd, 
and  was  liuried  at  sea. 
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On  Marcli  2()th  tlie  3r(l  Engineer  sickened,  and  Avas 
removed  to  Hospital  at  Constantinople  : discharged  cured 
on  April  21st. 

(Jn  April  13tli  the  2nd  Mate  sickened,  and  Avas  landed  on 
15th  April  at  Mariuple,  Avitli  all  his  ettects. 

No  further  sickness  occurred,  and  all  Avere  Avell  on  the 
homeAvard  voAoic’e  and  on  arrival.  Tlie  1st  Engineer  Avas 

V ^ ^ 

re-Aoiccinated,  and  tlie  Engineer’s  hoy,  Avho  attended  on  the 
2nd  Engineer,  Avas  found  to  be  Avell  vaccinated  on  both 
arms.  All  articles  and  the  ship  Avere  thoroughly  disinfected 
on  arrival ; the  Ca})tain  had  previously  destroyed  the 
bedding,  and  had  fumigated  out  tlie  infected  berths. 

mUT  BALLAST. 

On  June  28rd,  1894,  Dr.  Theodore  Thomson,  on  behalf  of 
the  Local  GoAmrnmeiit  Board,  Ausited  Bristol  to  enquire  into 
the  subject  of  ships’  ballast.  It  appears  that  certain  red 
marl,  occasionally  shipped  from  this  port  as  ballast,  is 
largely  soluble  in  Avater,  and  thus,  upon  getting  Avet,  it 
tends  to  choke  the  ships’  pumps,  and  to  form  a source 
of  danger  if  a leak  be  sprung.  This  had  led,  so  long  ago  as 
11th  September,  1882,  to  the  issue  of  a AAOirning  notice  liy 
the  Board  of  Trade  ; and  as  certain  other  complaints  of 
ofteiisiAm  road  scrapings  and  other  unsuitable  material  being 
shipped  as  ballast,  had  also  reached  this  office,  the  folloAving 
notice  Avas  issued  in  August,  1 894  : —

IMMM  SAXITiltV  HOSPITALS. 

Doth  the  Avonmoiitli  Shore  Hospital  and  tlie  Hospital 
Shi])  have  been  found  most  useful  duiaiig  the  year  for  the 
isolation  of  Small-pox  cou^'alescents,  in  i-elief  of  the  Urban 
Hos])itals.  In  this  way  Job  eases  have  been  nursed  through 
the  winter,  at  one  time  every  bed  in  both  Hospitals,  87,  being’ 
occupied.  The  use  of  these  Hospitals  in  the  winter  months, 
when  no  pressure  from  Cliolei’a  was  feared,  saved  the 
necessitv"  of  erectino-  wards  foi-  this  number  of  additional

beds,  and  thus  resulted  in  considerable  econonn’.

OF  NUISANCES.

Oentlemen, 

1 beg  to  ])reseiit  a Report  of  the  work  clone  during  the 
])ast  year  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors,  in  carrying  out 
Shi|)  Inspection  Duties  in  respect  of  tire  Sauitary  condition 
of  (h;ew  S])aces : to  secure  sufficient  ligliting,  veutilation, 
di’ainage,  and  tlie  keeping  of  said  living  spaces  dry,  clean, 
and  habitable:  for  the  removal  of  nuisance  and  overcrowding 
and  for  dealing  wdth  infectious  diseases  which  may  exist  on 
board  sliips  on  arri^'al,  or  which  had  occurred  on  the  passage 
from  either  foreign  or  coastwise  ports. 

ddie  same  measures  as  carried  out  in  pi’evious  years,  and 
found  to  work  well,  vere  carried  out  during  1894,  and  all 
vessels  from  foreign  polls  and  as  many  coastwise  N'essels  as 
])ossible  ai'e  visited  at  the  ri\  er  mouth  fi-om  (i  a.m.  till  8 ]).m., 
and  during  night  tides,  (when  l)ut  few  vessels  come  u])  the 
liver),  on  arrival  at  Cumberland  Basin,  they  are  s])oken  by 
tlie  night  watchman  to  ascertain  if  anv  sickness  existeil  on 
board  : and  this  is  regularly  done  exccgit  when  the  yacht  is 
on  acti\’e  duty  in  Kingroad  or  the  Channel,  and  then  the 
Inspectors  are  on  duty  alternately  at  both  day  and  night 
tides. 

44 le  ordinary  work  of  detailed  Ins])ection  of  Ships  is 
carried  on  in  tlie  various  Docks  daily  and  takes  up  much 
time,  as  the  distances  to  bi'  con'im'imI  ari'  considerabh'  and 
many  nndsits  are  ni'cessary. 


Tile  result  of  this  work  of  Inspection  in  Dock  is  as 
follows  : — That  1 ,594  vessels,  or  484  more  than  in  1894,  were 
inspected,  and  1,428  of  these  ships  were  Jlritish  and  Kid 
sailed  niider  foreign  flags;  (ill  of  the  total  came  from 
foreign  ports  and  the  remainder,  984,  were  general  coast- 
wise traders. 


Of  tlie  611  vessels  from  foreign,  258  or  42  per  cent,  had 
sanitary  defects  of  some  kind,  but  on  984  coasting  vessels 
only  142  or  14^  per  cent,  were  found  to  come  under  this 
head,  and  this  difierence  is  accounted  for  hy  the  fact  that 
ocean  going  vessels  are  more  often  exposed  to  severe  weather 
and  greater  wear  and  tear,  and  that  the  crews  of  these  ships 
are  generally  changed  at  the  end  of  each  voyage,  whereas 
in  coasters  they  are  in  constant  employ,  therefore  the  men 
have  more  interest  in  attending  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
their  living  spaces  for  their  own  comfort,  though  in  many 
of  the  coasting  vessels  the  accommodation  as  to  space  and 
construction  is  far  inferior  to  that  in  the  generality  of 
sea  going  ships. 


The  aggregate  number  of  ships  having  defects  was 
490  or  equal  to  24'4  per  cent,  of  those  inspected,  an 
increase  of  74  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  results  of 
1894.  This  increase  is  inostlv  attributable  to  a laro-er 
number  of  crew  spaces  being  found  in  a dirty  condition  and 
from  an  increase  in  the  nnnibei'  of  leakages  into  such  spaces, 
which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  general  bad  weather 
that  prevailed  in  1894  as  compared  with  1894,  and  by  the 
increasino'  inclination  of  seamen  and  firemen  to  do  as  little 

O 

cleaning  and  painting  as  possible,  which  state  of  things  is, 
I think,  owing  to  the  system  of  shoi't  engagements  in  force, 
conse(|nently  this  work  is  left  to  be  done  upon  arrival. 


(Jn  these  490  sliips  there  existed  496  \'arions

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20  witli  foul  or  defective  closets,  1)  witlx  defective  ventilation, 
<S  were  damp  caused  by  condensation  of  water  on  iron 
surfaces,  14  bad  oi‘  doubtful  water  supplies,  and  otlxer 
defects  (particxdars  of  wliicb  ai‘e  sliown  in  Table  A),  and  in 
resjxect  of  these  490  defects,  208  verlxal  notices  and  122 
written  notices  were  given  and  serx'ed,  with  tlie  result  that 
250  verbal  notices  were  complied  with  before  tlie  slxips  left 
the  Port,  or  the  work  was  found  to  be  dom*  on  tlieir  return, 
leaving  but  12  notices  unaccounted  for,  and  the  ships  in 
these  cases  were  mostly  here  but  for  a day  or  two  and  haye 
not  since  returned. 


Of  the  122  written  notices,  100  or  844  per  cent,  were 
complied  with,  and  the  yarious  masters  undertook  in  the 
remaining  cases  to  do  all  repairs,  etc.,  as  re([uired,  at  their 
loading  ports  or  as  soon  as  possible. 


In  securing  these  results  it  was  necessary  to  make  009 
re-yisits.  Of  the  total  888  written  and  yerbal  notices  859  or 


92  per  cent,  were  complied  with,  which  is  the  same  result  as 
obtained  in  the  preyious  year. 


The  (juestion  of  dampness  of  crew  spaces,  caused  by  con- 
densation of  moisture  from  the  air,  on  unlined  iron  surfaces, 
which  is  a common  occurrence  in  the  majority  of  ii'on  ships, 
gi\'es  considerable  troulxle  ; and  many  complaints  are 
received  from  seamen  of  damp  beds  and  wet  clothing 
alleged  to  be  caused  by  the  moisture  thus  pi-oduced  in  cold 
and  Avet  Aveather,  and  which  probably  lias  a tendency  to 
cause  illness  amongst  tliose  expose(f  to  this  nuisance. 


When  this  condition  is  found  the  matter  is  dealt  with  as  a 
nuisance,  but  if  there  is  no  condensation  at  the  time  of  the  in- 
spection this  course  cannot  well  be  taken,  although  all  persons 
of  experience  know  that  these  conditions  occur  frequently 
at  sea  in  cold  and  bad  AAmather ; it  should  therefore  be  com- 
])ulsory  that  all  living  spaces  constructed  of  ii'on  should  lie 
lined  with  some  non-conducting  material,  and  it  is  \ery 


rarely  found  tliat  a foreign  built  h1i ip  iy  without  wood  lining 
in  all  living  spaces. 


(3n  cS  ships  it  was  found  that  the  crew’s  water  closets 
were  not  properly  separated  from  the  living  places  and 
caused  a serious  nuisance  : these  defects  exist  inostlv  in  the 

t- 

oldest  ships  and  are  at  once  rectihed  upon  discovery. 


(ilolera  Precautions. 

The  number  of  ships  visited  in  Kingroad  or  the  Ri\'eJ' 
was  1,0(S(),  or  45  more  than  in  bShd,  and  142  ships  had  theii’ 
bilges,  tanks,  fresh  water  vessels,  or  berths  disinfecte<l  as 
directed  by  the  Port  Medical  Othcer;  72  ships  discliarged 
their  fresh  water,  after  disinfection,  overboard,  as  such  water 
had  been  taken  in  at  suspected  or  infected  ports,  and  7 
ships  were  re-supplied  with  fresh  water  whilst  they  wore 
detained  in  the  Roads. 


The  total  number  of  ships  dealt  with  duriiig  the  year 
Avas  2,080,  which  is  an  increase  of  428  over  the  nundjer  dealt 


Avith  in  1893,  and  is  the  highest  result  vet  obtained.  The 
total  number  of  Ausits  necessitated  to  complete  all  Avork 
amounted  to  3,438.

and  theA'  Avere  dealt  Avith  accordingl a'  to  the  aia'angement 
made  Avith  that  AuthoritAv 


Through  the  Port  Hospitals  being  re([ui]-ed  to  accom- 
modate convalescent  small-pox  patients  from  tlu;  city,  thi' 
yacht  “ Luath  ” Avas  found  to  be  of  great  sciwice,  and  was  on 
regnlai*  sei'vice  to  convey  [)atients,  stores,  water  and  infected 
clothing,  etc.,  to  the  Shi|)  and  Port  Hospital  and  to  the 
I )isi]d‘ecting  Station,  in  Bristol,  making  8.‘]  trips  in  this 
seiwice  betAveen  January  1st  and  A[)]-il  3rd,  conveying  53 
])atients  to  tlu'  Shore  Hospital  and  (13  to  the  Shi])  Hospital  ; 
slu'  also  made  23  other  tri])s  at  latan  dates  to  tlu'  Ship  with 
stores  and  watei’,  all  of  Avhich  Avoi'k  it  would  Inna'  Ix'cn 
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inipossi])le  to  do  in  any  otliei-  nniy : and  tlie  supervision 
of  tins  transport  and  the  Hos]>ital  work  made  inucli  exti'a 
demands  on  the  time  of  tlie  officers  of  this  department. 

The  yacht  was  laid  up  for  cleaning  and  overhauling  in 
April  and  May  according  to  the  instruction  of  your  Com- 
mittee, after  having  keen  run  almost  continuouslv  for  neai'ly 
11  months  wdth  hut  few  days’  interval,  and  as  much  of  the 
overhauling  work  as  possi])le  was  ]x-‘rformed  hy  the  crew 
without  outside  aid. 

On  June  Jtli  she  was  again  put  oil  active  duty  to  enable 
the  lh)rt  JMedical  Olficersto  carry  out  tlu^  Cholera  Oi'ders  in 
Ivingroad  and  tlu'  Channel,  whei'e  all  ships  ai*riving  from 
suspected  ])orts  were  l)oarded  : and  from  this  time  till 
Xovember  12th  she  was  employed  on  day  and  night  tides, 
with  but  one  short  interval,  and  in  this  period  she  ran  321 
trips,  making  a total  of  404  trips  run  in  the  year  without 
a break-down  or  accident  of  any  importance. 

Since  this  date  till  the  end  of  the  year  the  crew  have 
been  engaged  in  thoroughly  overhauling  and  painting  the 
boat. 

After  the  Ship  Hospital  was  emptied  of  patients,  the 
usual  cleaning  and  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the 
Hospital  Stall*  and  since  then  they  have  been  rt'gularly 
engaged  doing  all  alterations,  repairs,  ])ainting,  etc.,  found 
necessary,  and  everything  has  been  done  to  keep  the  sliij) 
in  the  best  possible  state  of  I’epaii'  Avithout  having  recouiAse 
to  outside  hel]r.
